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REMARKS 

On November 23, 2004, the Examiner telephoned and indicated 
that the subject matter of Claims 1, 8 and 17 as presented by 
Applicants in response to the First Office Action on July 19, 
2004 appeared to be allowable and requested an amendment to put 
the case in condition for allowance. Applicants believe that thi< 
Amendment places the case in condition for allowance as 
independent claims 1, 8 and 17 now recite the original
